ranger  that  fire  is  loose  on  the  foresto  The  ranger  is  then 
able  to  get  quick  action  in  suppressiono

stationso  Each  spring  Rangers  Jim  Robbing  and  Jerry  Quiekp 
select  competent  me.n  for  the  lookout  observers’  postso  They 
take  them  with  the  necessary  food  and  equipment  to  the 
lookout  stations,  thoroughly  instruct  them  in  their  duties, 
and  leave  them  on  guardo  Today  as  we  tune  in  at  the  Ranger
